JAPAN TO REJECT 
TREATY PROPOSAL. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

WASHINGTON, July 7.—That the 
Japanese government will not consent 
to the renewal of the present treaty 
with the United States if this govern- 
ment reserves the right to insert a 
clause in the compact excluding Jap- 
anese coolie labor from continental 
[nited States is indicated by semi- 
official advices purporting to give the 
views of Foreign Minister Hayashi, 
which wére received here today from 
Ototaka Yamaoka, the personal rep- 
resentative of Count Okuma, leader of 
the Progressive party. 

Mr. Yamaoka, who visited the United 
States in April, and perfected an alli- 
ance with the Japanese of the Pacific 
Coast for the purpose of bringing about 
the overthrow of the Saionji ministry 


and the annulment. of the exclusion 
clause in the immigration bill, is au- 
thority for the statement that Foreign 
Minister Hayashi has received from 
Secretary of State Root a preliminary 
“note” regarding the new treaty which 
the two governments propose to sub- 
stitute for the convention which ex- 
pires July 11, 1911. ? 

The draft of the new treaty submit- 
ted by Secretary Root, according to the 
communication, called for the re- 
newal of Article 2, clause 4, of the 
present treaty, which gives to each 
nation the right to regulate immigra- 
tion. With reference to the “note” sub- 
mitted by Secretary Root, Mr. Ya- 
maoka says that Foreign Minister 
Hayashi has issued an official confi- 
dential memorandum outlining the 
Japanese government's attitude on the 
question of limitation of immigration, 
which is in Substance as follows 

“First—That the government of the 
United States has submitted a pro- 
posal for the enactment of a treaty, 
which provides for the limitation of 
immigration. The government of Japan 
has rejected the proposal and will not 
in the future entertain any such prop- 
osition. 

“Second—That if the new treaty, | 
which is to be operated from the forty- 

fourth year of Meiji (1911) the gov- 
ernment of Japan will insist on strik- 
ing out the Article 2,, clause 5 (defin- 
ing the power reserved by the con- 
tracting parties to enaci laws with 
regard te police and immigration regu- 
lations.)

ALIFORNIA HOROSCOPE. 


What lucky stars are shining oyer 
California! It is so wherever you turn 
4and from whatever standpoint you 
view things. The horoscope is favor-

Oranges are going out slowly, as 
the great bulk of the crop has gone to 
market and sent back large returns to 
the producers. There had scarcely 
come a lessen! in the shipments of 
oranges before the deciduous fruit

If he has a twenty-acre 
patch the sum is $3000, Double these 
figures for the grower of table grapes. 
There are vineyards which will yield 
twice the tonnage taken here as a fair 
average. Twenty acres of wine grapes 
at ten tons to the acre sold for $30 a 
ton—200 tons, $6000. If they are table 
varieties there is a possible $12,000.

LONDON, July 7.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) King Edward’s turf adviser and 
trainer, Richard Marsh, has come out 
with the statement that the addition of 
the American riding seat has ruined 
English jockeys, and his declartaion 


-has caused a stir in racing circles 


throughout England and. Ireland. 

An agitation is already in progress 
here to get the Jockey Club to abolish 
the tstarting gate to improve the situ- 
ation, but there is doubt in some 
quarters as to whether such a move 
would have the desired effect. That 
idea was suggested mainly because 
the jockeys are unable to control their 
mounts behind the barrier. This is 
largely ascribed to the American style 
of riding, called a monkey seat here, 
which gives the jockey little chance 
to master his horse. 

In his statement Marsh says that 
numbers of young horses are constantly 
beirfg spoiled by jockeys riding monkey 
fashion, and exercise boys ap them. 
He points out that the boys are wholly 
unable to ride that way and hold a 
horse. He contends that the Tod Sloan 
style, for such it is, has had a far 
more disastrous effect here than will 
be generally realized for some time. 

Marsh .contends that the old-fash- 


joned way of riding, with the long 
sitrrup such as great horsemen like 
Fred 


Archer and George Fordham 
used, is the right one, and Sam Darling, 


another English trainer of great ex- 
perience, agrees with him in condemn- 
ing the American seat.

Been Practiced on American People 
for Many Years and is Still 
Going. 

“The biggest postal fraud ‘in his- 
tory,” said @ postmaster, “recently 
cropped up in Philadelphia. This fraud 
is a big business. It employs forty 
clerks. It hag been goi on thirty 
years. It yields an ann 
of at least $75,000. Yet at first glance 
it seems to be the most filmsy, ama- 
teurish attempt of some  poverty- 
stricken lunatic. 

“Spain is the fraud’s home. From 
a suite of offices now in Cartagena, 
now in Barcelona, now in Madrid—a 
suite of offices equipped with the 
latest directoriés of the world’s- big 
cities—a staff of clerks write in Eng- 
lish, in French, in German, Greek, 
Arabic and so on, letters to the effect 
that the writer, now lying in a Span- 
ish prison, has $100,000 hidden away 
and wants help to dig up the money. 
If the recipient will help him half the 
treasure shall be his—and so on. 

"This silly letter, for more than 
thirty years, has drawn vast sums 
from gulible men in every part of the 
world. It is true that the Spanish 
government sometimes tries  half- 
heartedly to stop the fraud, but the 
swindlers, being rich, invariably bribe 
off the pursuers. In in Barcelona, 
for seventeen years one postmaster 
was paid $10,000 annually not to intér- 
fere with the hundreds of letters, 
heavy with cash, that came to the 


| swindlers daily from the remotest re- 


gions. 

“And this historic fraud recently 
cropped up in Philadelphia. Everybody 
laughed, deeming it the most trans- 
parent and unprofitible swindle. 

“Transparent it fs, no doubt, to peo- 
ple of our intelligence, but as for un- 


profitable—well, it has yielded nearly

It is to be expected 
that the officers of the crooked Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers’ Assoctatian will 
resort to every expedient to delay the 
trial.

similar charge. The actual trials will 
not begin until fall. it ts believed, by 
the government officials. Eight indicted 
defendants will re bably call for as 
many separate. tr. if the attorneys 
for the defense. insi:. upon it.

Mrs. Watson, wife of 
Dr. C. P. V. Watson, one of “Olly's” 
associates, surrendered Watkins to the 
authorities on the ground she would no 
longmer serve surety on his bond. 
Some of the United States officers be- 
lieve this to be a clever ruse on the
